This issue also sees the wrap-up 
of our coverage of Pride Events from 
coast to coast. From all accounts, 
2009 seems to have been a banner 
year for some of the events. Toronto, 
Vancouver and Montréal, as always, had 
some huge turnouts. A large number of 
the parades included representation from 
the military, police and fire departments 
of the respective cities—not guarding the 
parade, but marching in it. And as you 
can appreciate, we just can’t pay homage 
in print to every event, big and small, that 
took place over the summer. But there are 
a couple of things worth noting. 


Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan officially 
declared Pride Day, and with the Mayor's 
assistance, hoisted the rainbow flag to fly 
proudly above city hall. And, if! were one 
of the planners of any of the three major 
pride events, I'd watch out, ‘cause Halifax 
is coming on strong as a place to be for 
Pride 2009! 


The common thread that runs through 
a great pride event appears to be that the 
communities in question are unified. 
They support one another, work with one 
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successes regardless of whether or not 
they are competitors in business. Their 
goal is not one-up-man-ship over the 
other, but rather, to achieve a strong 
unified voice as a community with 
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Corporate social responsibility and 
cause-related marketing have become big 
business in Canada. There are more and

the Canadian AIDS Society are natural 
avenues for us to demonstrate this 


more public-private partnerships and 
corporate sponsorships of non-profit 
galas, walks, pins and so on every day. 
However, most corporations are careful 
to align themselves with organizations 
that stay within clearly defined comfort 
zones. 


Polar Ice Vodka changed that style of 
thinking by launching a new campaign 
designed to raise awareness of HIV/ 
AIDS in Canada. Beginning in August, 
they started selling special edition 
750mL bottles with labels designed by 
an HIV-positive Canadian artist. For each 
bottle sold, $1 will go directly to the 

Canadian AIDS Society (CAS). 


Victoria-based graphic artist 
Morgan McConnell was 
approached to create the label 
after he participated in the Art 
Positive show in Toronto. “It was 
an honour to be asked,” says 
McConnell, “but it was also a bit 
of an outing; suddenly I'm out as 
an HIV-positive person.” 


commitment to community and to 
support a relevant Canadian cause,” 
says Lundberg. 


Kim Thomas, Director of Programs for 
the Canadian AIDS Society says that 
they've been fortunate with sponsorship 
from liquor companies in the past but 
have never had this kind of a directed 
sponsorship. “They have broken the mold 
with this campaign; it's not just about the 
dollars, but also they way they have been 
working with the media to promote the 
programs,” says Thomas. 


“I'm not ashamed of it, but it 
hasn't been public knowledge; it's, 
time the general public realized 
that it's OK to be out with this and 
raise awareness." McConnell 
describes the response to the 
campaign as “amazing”. His 
greatest supporter, his husband 
Gordon, has been telling everyone 
and he's had random people 
calling and congratulating him. 
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The Canadian AIDS Society is a 
national coalition of over 125 community- 
based AIDS organizations from across 
Canada. Dedicated to strengthening the 
response to HIV/AIDS across all sectors 
of society, they also work to enrich the 
lives of people and communities living 
with HIV/AIDS. CAS advocates on behalf 
of people and communities affected by 
HIV/AIDS, facilitates the development of 
programs, services and resources for its 
member groups, and provides a national 


His goal was to create a label 
that drew attention to the fact that 
even though HIV symptoms have 
become more manageable and 
unnoticeable in our society, it's still 
out there. “In a bus there could be 
three or four people sitting by you, 
or walking past you in the street 
and you don't really know, but it's 
important to have that awareness.” 
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McConnell believes that art is a 
good medium to increase HIV/AIDS 
awareness because it's accessible 
to everyone and that it causes and 
instant reaction, making people ask 
questions about their own level of 
education and awareness. 


All told, the Canadian AIDS 
Society stands to make $50,000 
from the sale of the bottles, doubling 
the donations made by Corby 
Distilleries Limited last year. Daniel 
Lundberg, Brand Director, is excited 
by the response he's been getting 
from the promotions, and proud that 
Corby is now the Canadian AIDS 
Society's largest corporate sponsor. 
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One of CAS’ significant accomplish 
ments was its leadership in doubling 
HIV/AIDS strategy money from $42.2 
million to $84.4 million. The 
doubling, a five-year funding ramp- 
up, which began in 2004, saw the 
first increase to funding for the 
community-based AIDS movement 
since 1993. CAS is also recognized 
for its important HIV/AIDS-related 
events, such as the Walk for Life, 
Canadian HIV/AIDS Skills Building 
Symposium and the People Living 
with HIV Forum. 


Thomas hopes that this 
campaign will serve as a 
reminder that HIV/AIDS is still 
very real in Canada. “Make 
prevention part of the mix,” she 
says, “we need to continue to talk about 
HIV prevention, it hasn't gone away and 
it isn't easily treated 


The limited edition bottles are currently 
available in Ontario, Alberta, and British 
Columbia. If you're considering picking 
one up for yourself it's recommended that 
you get yours quickly, as early response 
has been strong and retailers are 
reporting that the bottles are flying off the, 
shelves. 


Polar Ice will present a cheque to the 
Canadian AIDS Society at their World AIDS 
Day Gala on November 30.

Tyler is an escort living MA Calgary, 
Alberta. 


“My services aren't always sexual,” he 
tells me during a phone interview. “Men 
hire me to talk, go for drinks or whatever. 
I'm charging for the time not for what 
we're doing during it.” My first response 
is to think he's full of crap and that this 
interview isn't going anywhere because 
he's obviously not willing to disclose 
much. 


“But then of course it eventually leads 
to sex,” he finishes and | quickly pick up 
my pen again. 


Tyler, which is his work alias, confesses 
what it was like living as an escort for the 
last decade and why he is choosing now 
to retire from a job 
that's lucrative 
and has allowed 
him to travel all PRM: 
over the world. 


Tyler was 18 
when he began [elgel g li 
escorting after 
being introduced to it through his friend 
whom he was in love with. He was banking 
up to $1000 a night and he became 
instantly addicted. In the beginning Tyler 
tagged along on calls with his friend and 
they would both perform “shows” for their 
clients. Itwas only a matter of time before 
Tyler got fed up splitting the money with 
his friend and moved on to pursue a solo 
career. Working on his own, Tyler's client 
base was scarce, so he decided to join a 
professional escorting agency. 


“Ilove sex. |am good atit and | enjoyed 
what | was doing,” Tyler said. 


This | find hard to believe. My 
perception of a typical client is a guy who 
has to pay for sex because he is too fugly 
to gett for free. It turns out I'm all wrong. 
Tyler breaks down the attractiveness of 
his clients into percentages. He estimates 
that 70% of the men are ugly, 20% are 
ok, and 10% are hot. (In my defense I'm 
only 30% wrong.) Tyler’s usual client is a 
travelling married business man, either 
closeted or bisexual. His clients are rarely 
openly gay men. 


Tyler goes on to tell me the diverse 
needs of his clients in detail. 


“Some are lonely and want 
companionship, some are looking for a 
travel partner, and some just want a 
dinner date while they're in town because 
they don’t know anyone. Some are just 


looking for sex because their wife can't 
give them what | can give them and | 
understand their situations. They all have 
a different reason for calling me but 
they're all good reasons.’ 


Tyler thinks his clients call him over 
other escorts because, in his ad, he 
shows his face and he is always smiling. 
Inhis bio, he makes an effort to show that 
he is a real person and that he is a fun 
and easy going guy. 


“My clients and encounters are 
respectful. I've never encountered any 
violence or anything like that,” Tyler said, 
“that's a misconception about escorting. 
Many of my clients ask if | was sexually 
abused as a child, but | tell them that's 
just another misconception. I'm in it for 
, the money-it's my 

job. Also, when 
gentlemen use an 
agenoy, it's safe, 
because the 
agency interviews 


ke before hiring—to 


screen out the 
guys who are doing this to feed drug 
addictions. 


After five years with the agency Tyler 
went rogue because of the rise and 
increased accessibility of the internet. 
Freelance escorting became more 
productive as communication with clients 
and self-promotion became easier. Tyler 
has profiles online and chats and 
exchanges pics with clients. | asked if he 
had any trick horror stories, but 
surprisingly, he didn't have any. 


Although, as a free agent, Tyler 
sometimes has to deal with un: 
comfortable situations. He tells me the 
story of the 400 pound man. Tyler went 
over to a client's house after meeting on 
the net, but when he arrived, the man was 
much larger than he specified. Tyler had 
to be up front. 


“Itold him politely: dude, you lied about 
your weight, so we're going to have to re 
negotiate. | told him that I'd let him suck 
my dick, but that was it. 


Tyler has traveled to many places to see 
clients, but one in particular was with 
three men, and they went to Kauai for 
three days together. 


“It was three tops—three days—for 
6,000 bucks. | had to have sex morning, 
afternoon and evening, which | found 
very, very hot. 


Their Fequest was to get their minds 
off their day-to-day life. One of the guys 
boyfriend had killed himself two months 
prior to our meeting. The second guy was 
just getting over cancer, and the third had 
no big problems—but they all needed 
someone cute and fun to take their mind 
to a happier place-so they hired Tyler. 
As for the trip, they went shopping, for a 
helicopter ride, cooked for each other, had 
anaked mud bath photo shoot, and had 
sex outside—with chocolate, cherries and 
whip cream. 


“I went, and wound up staying a week 
with them, and after my three days of 
work, | could do what | wanted, on my own 
terms,” Tyler said. “Now we're all good 
friends and we stay in 
contact”. 


Now, at 28 years old, 
‘Tyler's retiring from the 
escorting business. 
It's been a long journey 
and Tyler has no 
regrets. However, this 
lifestyle makes it 
difficult to maintain a 
steady, monogamous 
relationship, and that is 
one of the main 
reasons Tyler is 
choosing to leave. Over 
the years, he has had 
many boyfriends, but 
they were always 
short—never serious— 
or full of drama 
Usually, he would end 
up dating certain clients—which was fun— 
but he is ready to find something less 
frivolous, and outside of this business. As 
for his life now, Tyler has great boyfriend. 
It's still very new, but he's grateful 
for him. Tyler is currently an 
executive assistant and an office 
administrator in a retail store. 


“My escort life was great and | will miss 
it. Having said that, | have no regrets, 
however, it's time to move on. There are 
many aspects of life | have not explored 
and look forward to doing so now.” 


Tyler wants to do more traveling, go 
back to school, and explore his 
relationship with his new boyfriend. He 
still doesn't know what he ultimately 
wants to do—but he's confident that the 
answer will come. 


“All know is that life is what you make 
it," Tyler said. 


All of Tyler's friends know, and most 
people that he tells don’t have a problem 
with it because they get to know him—and 
they find out that it is his job, and that he 
can make the difference between his 
personal life and his escorting life. Tyler 
says that when he tells people, they are 
usually surprised, but in a good way. 
However, if certain people have a problem 
with itand don't approve, then they simply 
won't be friends. Although Tyler isn't 
willing to reveal his real identity for this 
article he is aware that most people in 
the gay scene in Calgary know what he 
does. 


“I'm sure a lot of people talk behind 
my back, but | don't care, | know who | 
am, and | like who 
lam. 


After ten years 
in this business, 
Tyler knows a 
thing or two, and is 
glad to share 
some tips to the 
new cute boys 
who are lookingto 
get into escorting. 


“Treat the client 
the way you want 
to be treated. 
Make sure you get 
the money up 
front, and try not 
to be a clock 
watcher. Spend a 
bit of time talking 
to them—be yourself—but be what they 
want also. Never use your real name 
unless you're ready to live with the fact 
that you were an escort for the rest of your 
life.” 


The number one thing Tyler stresses 
isto make sure you play safe. “No amount 
of money is worth your life, and getting 
checked is free!” W

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Just when you think Las Vegas 
couldn't get more over-the-top, Sin City 
finds another way to “out-sex” itself 
by usheringin the era of the “ultra-pool.” 
Resorts are trying to out-do each other 
once again by spending millions on 
renovating their existing pools into 
modern and chic outdoor paradises— 
complete with salt- waterlagoons, outdoor 
casinos, deejays and dare-to-be-bare 
adults-only areas. The resorts 
don’t wantyou running too far 
away from their casinos, or 
laying in bed with a hangover, 
so why not keep the party 
going? 


Granted, you won't find the 
‘same crowd as you would ona 
Puerto Vallarta gay cruise or a 
West Hollywood pool party, but 
there's plenty of indulgence to 
be had with free-poured cocktails and 
eye candy stretched as far as the eye 
can see (whatever your flavour of sun- 


soaked flesh may be). 


The Mirage has always been a hotel 
of choice for those who like to catch 
some rays and now the sprawling 
tropical pool area has been expanded 
to include “Bare,” a private pool in which 
guests can indulge.

The MGM Grand opened an adult 
playground of its own this April, by 
launching “Wet Republic.” The 53,000 
square foot pool area combines an 
exclusive nightlife vibe with poolside 
pamperingand relaxation.

no expense in building eight pools and 
spas, two salt-water pools, and six 
cascading waterfalls to create the illusion 
of a never-ending flow of water.

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Outlooks’ Queer Parliamentary Panel: 


This month, Outlooks is launching 
our Queer Parliamentary Panel, 
where we ask a question to our panel 
of gay and lesbian MPs and Senators 
from the three national parties, about 
issues that are of concern to the GLBT 
community. 


This month's question: 


This year, for the first time, Canadian 
Forces troops marched in the Toronto 
Pride Parade. Canada not only allows 
GLBT troops to serve openly, but we're 
also one of the few countries that allow 
women to serve on the front lines. What 
kind of an impact do you believe this 
visibility has, not only with respect to our 
allies (thinking specifically of the 
‘Americans, who allow neither), but also 
to those we are helping in places like 
Afghanistan? 


Liberal MP Hon. Scott Brison (Kings- 


Hants, Nova Scotia): | think it's critically 
important. Canadian Forces engaged in 
combat or peacekeeping roles, wherever 
they may be, are there to defend not only 
Canadian interests but also Canadian 
values, and one of the values we have in 


Canada is the principal of equality. The 
Charter of Rights and Freedoms has 
helped to make Canada one of the most 
progressive societies in the world. It would 
be impossible for the Canadian Forces to 
fight for Canadian values if the 
composition of the Forces didn’t reflect 
Canadian values, so clearly itis important, 
that the Canadian Forces reflect the 
diversity that is Canada, and the equality 
and human rights that have come to 
define Canada. 


NDP MP Bill Siksay (Burnaby-Douglas, 
BC): First_with the Americans, | think 
it's important that Canada model good 
quality human 
rights practice for 
all of our allies, 
particularly the 
‘Americans. | think 
the hypocrisy of 
‘Don't Ask, Don't 
Tell’ should be 
exposed —when- 
ever we get that 
opportunity. The 
folly that they go 
through is incredible, by dismissing 
thousands of gay and lesbian members of 
the armed forces solely because they 
are gay or lesbian. They lose a great deal 
of expertise and excellent people 
because of that ridiculous policy. | think 
that it [the Canadian Forces policy] holds 
up to the Americans another possibility, 
another way of doing it, and it shows that 
you can run a military organisation, 
maintain morale and be professional and 
include all of your citizens regardless of 
your sexual orientation. | think it's 
important that we keep letting them know 
that that’s our policy and give publicity to 
the queer members of the Canadian 
Forces with events like the Pride parade. 


In terms of places like Afghanistan, it's 
probably not an issue on the battlefield. 
You're not going around asking people 
what's your Sexual orientation, and you're 
probably not in situations where that 
becomes much of an issue, so | don't 
think that it's as prevalent there, but again 
I think where it does come up in those 
settings, it's important that folks in other 
countries know that we see women as 
equals and that we see gays and lesbians 
as equals, that we see queer people and 
transgendered people as equals in our 
Forces, and that they have a role and the 
ability to carry out that role on behalf of 
Canada. 


Conservative Senator Nancy Ruth 
(Ontario - Cluny): I've heard 
stories that other NATO 
[troops] come to both the 
Australian and Canadian 
chaplains when they want 
to talk about something 
rather than go to their own 
chaplains, and | think it 
might have something to 
do with them being queer 
and not wanting to get 
fired. So us having 
legitimised both women 
and queer has been a 
model for other NATO 
troops. 


| mean, the premise should be ‘Should 
Canada have troops? Should Canada 
have a military force? Does Canada have 
the role to have a licensed murder on 
hand?’ These are all questions that you 
have to first decide and compromise 
about. In terms of having women on the 
front lines, | think it's great for Afghan 
women. It's not every individual woman 
who sees this, but it means that all the 
women's groups in Afghanistan—and 
there are severalknow that these people 
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are there. And, it's about police training 
and about how they deal with violence. 


It's good to have women there. It's good 
for Afghan women to see women there. 
It's good for other NATO forces to see 
women there. It’s good to have queers 
there—it's good to have Canada now 
open. It's what, sixteen years since the 
Michelle Douglas case, and even if there 
are still problems remaining, I'm sure it's 
a generational thing too. 


| was pleased that the Forces went to 
the Pride parade because it's the first 
time they have. And there are job 
opportunities in Canada, there's a 
recruitment drive on and there are queers 
without work. Would |send 

them to the military? No, 

but | don't want [the 
recruiters] only goingto the 

Rogers Centre and 

recruiting people who are 

into bully games. So, | was 

pleased to see them 

there—I don't know if | had 

anything to do with that 

decision [when earlier this 

spring she asked 

incoming Chief of 

Defence Staff General 

Natynezyk why he 

recruited at the Rogers

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It was probably inevitable that David 
Geiss would grow up to tell the story of 
Saskatchewan-born queer activist Doug 
Wilson on film. 


Both grew up on the family farm in 
rural Saskatchewan. Both came out of 
the closet while attending 
university. Geiss expresses his 
creativity through film, while Wilson 
expressed his through poetry. At 26, 
Geiss already has something of an 
activist bent; his documentary, 
Stubblejumper, describes an incident 
that, at age 26, launched Wilson on his 
career as a queer activist. 


On a more personal level, there is a | 
suggestion in Stubblejumper that, while 


Wilson was often quite reserved, he also 
rather enjoyed the spotlight. One has to 
spend just a few minutes with David Geiss 
to realize that the same is true of him. 


In 1975, Doug Wilson was a teaching 
assistant in the College of Education at 
the University of Saskatchewan when he 
placed the following ad in the student 
newspaper, the Sheaf: “Anyone interested 
in participating in a campus gay 
organization. Contact Doug Wilson, Box 
203, College of Education.” 


The ad certainly seems innocuous 
enough by today's standards and people 
interviewed in the film suggest that there 
was little reaction even at the time from 
the Sheaf's general readership. But 
officials with the College of Education 
were furious with Wilson for linking the 
College with homosexuality and fired him 
from his job as a teaching assistant. 


In the months that followed, the 
Committee to Defend Doug Wilson was 
formed and a complaint lodged with the 


Human Rights Commission. The 
Commission ultimately ruled against 
Wilson's complaint. But the incident was 
a turning point in the history of 
Saskatchewan queer activism, and 
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propelled the young student into a lifelong 
career as an activist. 


Eventually, Wilson moved to Toronto 
where, among other things, he 
established a small queer publishing 
house called Stubblejumper Press. 


He later died in 1992. 


Stubblejumper uses actors to re-enact 
certain scenes from Wilson's life. In some 
cases, excerpts from Wilson’s poetry are 
used to underscore the on-screen action. 
There are also a couple of scenes where 
actor Jesse Owen re-enacts speeches 


given by Wilson, pre-sumably lifted to 
some degree from the public record. But 
Geiss never presumes to know what 
occurred in private conversations, or 
behind closed doors. He relies, instead, 
on interviews with friends and family to 
fill in those gaps. 


The result is that the viewer is 
sometimes left with questions but, of 
course, that is what makes a 
documentary different from a dramatic 
film. A movie is intended to be complete 
unto itself, even if it focuses on a very 
‘small part of someone's life. But, like all 
good documentaries, Stubblejumper 
inspires its audience to learn more about 
its subject matter. 


Geiss believes that Wilson's story 
needed to be told. “There's still a place 
for films that address societal and 
political issues. It's 2008 and we're still 
fighting some of these battles. 
Unfortunately, | don't think our fight has 
become irrelevant just yet.” 


He worries that films like 
Stubblejumper may face a rougher 
ride in the months and years to come. 
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“When political winds change, funding 
can disappear very quickly. With this kind 
of project, | think I'm lucky | got the 
funding when | did because now it seems 
that things might start disappearing.” 


Recently, the Sask Party provincial 
government cut funding allocated to the 
independent Saskatchewan Arts Board by 
the previous NDP government. At the 
same time, the federal Conservatives 
have introduced Bill C-0, legislation 
that would allow the Minister of Canadian 
Heritage to deny film production tax 
credits to productions deemed to be 


“contrary to public policy”. They have also 
recently cut funding fora number of other 
cultural programs. 


The Saskatchewan film industry and 
local representatives of ACTRA, the actors 
union, have warned that, thanks to C-10, 
private lenders may, in future, be afraid 


to provide bridge financing for projects 
that appear to be controversial. Some 
may even withdraw from providing 
funding to the Canadian film industry 
altogether. 


“It's diffioult enough in Canada to make 
films already,” says Geiss. “We have to 
beg for money at the beginning, and then 
we only get half of it up front, and then 
we have to go to the bank to get a loan

Geiss’ film is not overly political.

| Diefenbaker, then the chancellor of the 


University of Saskatchewan, walking past 
protestors outside the 1975 convocation 
but there is no commentary offered on 
Diefenbaker's views on homosexuality. 


Still, one can easily imagine a film 
about queer history that is critical of past 
or current political figures. One has to 
wonder whether films like Stubblejumper 
that talk about key events in our 
community's history, and may 
offend the sensibilities of some, will 
continue to be made in the years to come. 


Stubblejumper will air 
on SCN and will also be 
appearing at festivals 
across the country.

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Apply Now for your CPP Survivor's Pension 


lf your same-sex partner contributed to the Canada Pension 
Plan and died after April 17, 1985 and before January 1, 1998, 
you are entitled to claim a CPP Survivor's Pension as a result of 
the Supreme Court's ruling in the Hislop case. 


But you must apply before September 30, 2008 or you will not 
be entitled to claim the full amount of arrears allowed under 
the Supreme Court of Canada’s judgment, without leave of 
the court. 


If you miss this deadline, you will remain eligible to receive 
your CPP Survivor's Pension but you will no longer be eligible 
for the full amount of back payments awarded by the Supreme 
Court. If you delay and apply after the Court ordered deadline 
of September 30, 2008, you will only be eligible for a maxi- 
mum of 11 months of back payments under the CPP Act. Under 
the Supreme Court's ruling, qualified applicants are entitled to 
back payments dating back to at least December 2000, even 
if they have never applied until now. If you are entitled to this 
pension and you fail to apply on time, you could lose many 
years of back payments that are only available under the 
Supreme Court's ruling. 


In order to claim your CPP Survivor's Pension you must fill 
out a Survivor's Pension application and submit it to Service 
Canada. All applications are confidential. The amount of money 
payable to the Class Counsel will not exceed any amount of 
money paid to you. Class counsel have agreed that there will 
be no deduction for legal fees from your current monthly pen- 
sion. You may use your monthly pension to meet your needs 
for the rest of your life.

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Outlooks: =What made you decide to 
become a designer?

catalogue. 


Outlooks: But it seems, that for you, 
design goes well beyond just being about 
the design of a building—so where does 
this come from? 


RR: | also realized from an early age 
that being fascinated by the design of 
everyday things, | looked at the world 
differently from my friends and family. | 
would come across a cup or a pencil or a 
leaf on the ground, and be mesmerized 
by the simplicity or complexity of whatever 
it was that inspired me to pick up that 
object. | was also fortunate to have had 
a somewhat transient childhood—starting 
off in Fredericton, New Brunswick—that | 
believe gave me the outlook to see 
everything for what it is. 


Outlooks: Tell us a little about your 
professional background. 


RR: My professional design 
background is also diverse—while working 
my tail off to get through graduate school 
in New York City (I have a Master of 
Science in Interior Design), | had the good 
fortune to work with amazing clients from 
around the world on their incredible 
projects. A couple of years out of school 
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and tired of turning opportunities to do 
my own work away, | started my own, 
practice with my partner, Darin (we met 
in school and worked together) with the 
goal of having singular focus—to do the 
best work we could and to be true to our 
vision of being innovative. Recognizing 
that there is more to design than the 
design of interior spaces, we have team- 
taught senior level college classes, been 
actively volunteering our skills and efforts 
with numerous charities, and are in the 
process of working with manufacturers to 
develop new and original products for the 
home. 


Outlooks: And if that wasn't enough 
to keep you busy we hear that soon you'll 
also be a celebrity, how did this come 
about? 


RR: | really can't say too much right 
now, but yes the rumour is true; this fall, 
you will see me on the second season of 
Bravo's Top Design. It was a lot of fun 
doing the show but | can't really say more 
as | am sworn to secrecy—you know how 
it is with reality shows. 


Outlooks: Has It been a steady 
progression for you in the design arena? 


RR: I'd love to say yes, but | can’t. | 
have to admit that it ended up taking me 
awhile to find myself in the design 
profession, as | was a little distracted by 
other things going on—for arguments 
sake, let's just call it LIFE—but | eventually 
found my way back to my callingand here 
1am today, doing what | was born to do 
and can't imagine doing anything else.
